Chuck said the National Park Service could be a 
source of Spring bulbs should the Club elect to actively participate 
vith the Exterior Committee of the Fine Arts Committee in beautifying 
CIA grounds. One double wooden bench in fairly good condition remains on 
Khe overgrown path.
